It says: "They (the 
ladies) are seeking to solve a problem 
that they cannot. They had better use 
their money, if they had any to spare, in 
their own homes or for some charitable 
purpose, where their kindness will be ap- 
preciated.

DA1UNG JAIL BREAKING. 


DAVE PADDOCK'S REMARKABLE ES- 


CAPE FROM JOLIET. 


An Almost Superhuman DUplay of In- 


geunlty UxcrcUed by a Convict to Get 
Out of Prison—Working a Few Minutes 
at * Time for Over Two Year*. 
A section of iron bar was cnt from the 


cell door of Dave Paddock by that re- 
doubtable knight of the dark lantern 
ind "jimmy" on the occasion of his aen- 
jational escape from Joliet. For over 
wo years Paddock has schemed and 
worked to effect his purpose. He was 
;ent up from Rock Island on an eight 
•ear term, and was placed at work in 
one of the shoeshops, where during 
very minute of the working hoars in 
ho shop he was constantly' under the 
watchful eye of his keeper. There was 
not the least chance to plan an escape 
rom the shop. But, not daunted at 
his, ho determined to find some means 
of getting out of his cell at night. 


To fully appreciate the difficulty of 


cutting out of a cell it must be remem- 
bered that three times every hour during 
he night, at irregular intervals, a guard 
wearing padded slippers—called "sneak 
shoes" by the convicts—makes his rounds, 
leering into each cell to make sure that 
ill are secure and in bed. Paddock first 
.ppropriated a couple of thin bladed shoe 
mives from his shop, and. concealing 
them from the guard, took them to his 
cell, where, by using one as a file, he 
converted the other into a fine steel saw. 
Then by slow degrees he collected »large 
amount of shoe thread from the same 
shop, with which he braided the rope. 
All this required months of stealthful 
work, bat in the course of time he had a 
slender, strong rope, fully fifty feet in 
ength. This he kept carefully hidden in^ 
he mattress of his bed. 


Next he began sawing the bars on his 


door a little at a time. Night after night 


watched for the passing of the guard, 


and as soon as that official was beyond 
tearing distance he would cut a little 
and then fill up the space with black 
wax, 
which he bad also obtained from 


;he shoeshop, so that the prying eyes of 
the guard could not discover by daylight 
;hat 
the door had been tampered with. 


When the bar had been cut through he 
:arefully wedged it back into place with 
small iron staples and bits of lead. 


REMAKKABLE CLEVERNESS. 


He could now get outside of his cell, 


jut the. hardest work was yet to be done. 
His cell was located high up on the 
third tier, some sixty feet away from 
;he tower door through which he hoped 
to make his way. Watching his chance, 
when the night guard was on the op- 
posite side of the block of cells, he re- 
moved the bar from his door, crawled 
through the opening, and with all the 
agility of a cat climbed down the railing 
from tier to tier, ran across tho corridor 
to the tower dour, and, with a piece of 
ehoernaicer'a wax, took aii impression of 
;he lock, regaining his cell before the 
ruard appeared on that side of the cell- 
lou&e. 
1 


By careful working he made a key out 


of lead pipe that a plumber had dropped 
near his workbench in the shop. Sev- 
eral trips, from hie pel| to the tower door 
were made during the next few weeks 
before his key would fit, and then it 
took him some time to get together 
enough material to make a^'dummy" to 
[»ut in his bed to prevent his absence 
tieing discovered before he could get be- 
yond reach. On the very day that he 
intended to make his escape, while re- 
turning from the shop to his cell, he 
slipped upon an icy stairway and badly 
sprained his ankle. 
This almost dis- 


ponraged him. His months of anxious 
toil had come to naught. His scheme 
would surely be discovered. After three 
weeks in the prison hospital he was sent 
back to work, and when he reached his 
cell thftt evening was overjoye4 tfl find 
that his rope, key and "dummy" were 
still safely concealed in the mattress, 


everything as he had left it. 


ESCAPE AND CAPTURE. 


Another week elapsed before his ankle 


would permit his making the attempt. 
The night came, hpweve?, and along 
about midnight he was safe inside the 
tower. A single iron bar still stood be- 
tween him and freedom, and it would 
take Jong hours of hard wprk to cnt 
through it. Just as daylight began to 
break the bar gave way. The rope now 
game into, good use, and with its aid he 
slipped down upon tb,e prjson lawn and 
hurried away to the woods that line the 
bluffs east of the prison. Here he found 
& thicket or underbrush where he lay 
hid all that day, and when darkness 
came again ha gQf ftwa,y, 
His absence was not discovered from 


prison until the guard went to unlock 
his cell in the morning. This was with- 
out doubt the cleverest escape that had 
t»ken place at Joliet, and stamped Pad- 
dock as a genius. Extraordinary efforts 
were made for his recapture. 
Large 


rewards were offered, and his descrip- 
tion was, cast broadcast, A I6" WPr u 
«r<u discovered that Paddock had a mis- 
tress in Chicago. A watch was set on 
her house for several weeks, and sure 
enough one night Paddock put in an ap- 
pearance. Captain Simon O'Donnell, of 
the police department, had the place 
surrounded and the daring convict was 
again in the toils. He was taken back 
to his old quarters at the prison, where 
he finally completed his sentence, not, 
however, until he had tried several other 
schemes for escape, but he was too 
closely watched to ever again succeed.—

Trains Delayed by Autumn leaves. 
Engineers on the railroads in several 


parts of the stato have experienced much 
difficulty in running their trains on time;

The Wool and Cotton Reporter, in its 


annual review of the mukct, shows tlir 
stock of woo! unsold, in the principal 
markets of the United States, including 
Boston, New V0rk,PhUadelpliia,Chieago, 
?un Frar.C'aco, St. Louis, Qalveston, 
Antoni >, Providence, Troy, Hartford 
Milwaukee, to be 79,314,833 pounds, as 
against 65,920 822 pounds at the same 
time last year. Tiio estimated quantities 
of wool in other markets in the United 
States, including supplies in 
pullers' 


hands, make the total supply 100,414,333 
pounds against 92,861,683 pounds last 
year. 


The prices of domestic wool iu the last 


year on on average have declined about 
two cents per pound, while Australian 
and other foreign wools have declined 
one cent per pound. 
During the year a 


lnrge quantity of foreign wool has been 
sold in the American market, notwith- 
standing the high tariff, showing that for 
some causa foreign wool is preferred to 
that produced at home. 
Strange to say, 


the McKinley bill, which very many be- 
lieved wouVd make eveiy sheep owner a 
millionairp, has had the effect of reduc- 
ing tho price of American wool two cents 
per pound 'and foreign wool only one 
cent per pound. 
If that is the kind of 


protection it affords the wool grower, U 
would be better for the latter to have it 
repealed forthwith.

DIST1UCT C'OCttT PROCEEDINGS. 


Decision in the 
Cane 
of Hnytlon vs. 


Brown. 


Judge Cheney yettsrday rendered his 


decision in the cage of Thomas E. Haydon 
vs. Samuel Brown and tbe Eeno Electric 
Light and'Power Company. 
The cus» 


came up for trial in the District Court on 
the 7th of last October, Judge Haydon 
suing the above named defendants for tbe 
abatement of a certain dam which bad 
been bailt across the river and upon the 
properly of the plaintiff and, also, for 
$2,000 damages. The facts in the case 
we're that Mr. Brown leased a tract of land 
on tbe southeast side of the river to tbe 
Elootiio Light and Power Company. A 
dam was built upon Brown's side to the 
middle of tbe river to raise the water for 
their ditch, Thu proving insufficient for 
the purpose, the dam wai continued across 
tba river to the land of Judge Haydon. 
Subsequently Haydon fil.d a 
of his claim for damagee agaiast the 
trio Light Company, and thereupon the 
company declined to answer and suffered 
defaul*. 
Tbe jury decided in favor of the 


defendant, Mr. Browu, who paid $216 ac- 
cordingly as jury fte». 
The findings of 


tfce jury being inaccurate in several essen- 
tial' particulars, each party moved for a 
judgment in bis favor. 
Judge pbeney 


therefore rendered hie decision yesterday 


that all of the dam above and westerly 
from the "cribbing" i« upon the land of 
the plaintiff and is a nuisance, and that 
plaintiff is entitled to a judgment against 
the Electric Light and Power Company for 
its abatement. The company is given un- 
til April 1st to remove the dam, and Brown 
U given judgment for a return of the $216 
costs advanced to pay ihe jury tat.

n Occupation That Purnlabea Much 


Amuaement for the Little Ones. 


If yon wish to provide endless amuse- 


ment for cross and idle children during 
the rainy and stormy days of the long, 
winter months, let them make a scrap 
icreen out of colored pictures. Not only 
will it insure occupation and interest 
during its construction, but it will be a 
valuable acquisition for the nursery, 
affording constant entertainment for 
'lawning intelligence. To make this de- 
arable article, yon will first purchase a 
rather low elotheshorse, and cutting 
off one panel leave only three to be cov- 
ered. Then wet some unbleached mus- 
lin, after sewing the breadths together, 
and nail it on both sides, top and bottom, 
of the rods, laying it very smooth. In 
drying it will shrink somewhat, and thua 
Wretch taut and smooth. 


After it is quite dry you must "size" 


it, just as the paper hangers prepare a 
wall before hanging the paper; thia is 
done by making a paste of flour and add- 
ing two and one-half ounces of gum 
arable which has been dissolved in hot 
water. Make the paste sufficiently thin 
to allow of applying it with a brush to 
the cloth. Paint both sides, allow them 
to dry, and then give them another coat. 
Your screen is now ready for the pic- 
tures. It is a good plan to keep one side 
for the black and white prints and the 
other for colored pictures. 


Let the children collect together every 


scrap of colored pictures they can obtain 
—nothing comes amiss—old picture 
books, bygone Christmas supplements to 
the pictorial papers—pretty or ugly, they 
all serve to" make an interesting jumble. 
Keep all your colored prints in one 
drawer and the black and white ones in 
another. It may take a month or two 
to finish the screen, so do not work too 
fast; keep it for rainy days when there 
is nothing else to do, and it will prove to 
be quite a godsend in the way of nursery 
amusement. 


In pasting on the pictures remember 


that the edges should all overlap, so as 
to covr the entire panel. Cut them out, 
mingling figures, bits of landscape, flow- 
ers, animals, anything and everything 
all mixed together. If you have large 
figures it is well to place them on first 
and then fill in around them. Keep 
small things, such as Christmas cards, 
etc., for the borders; cut out all the 
edges so that the pictures merge to- 
gether. 


It is astonishing how harmonious such 


a homogeneous collection may be made 
and what queer stories the potpourri of 
pictures may be made to tell. The black 
and white side of the screen may be 
treated in the same way, and when all is 
complete varnish both sides and finish 
the edges \vith any pretty binding you 
choose. Bed leather looks well and adds 
to the gay effect of the screen. It may 
be put on with small brass headed nails. 


Children never tire of these screens. 


When baby begins to take notice it is 
one of the first things he turns to, point- 
ing to this and that familiar object with 
the greatest pleasure. Tlie little invalid, 
too, finds a languid enjoyment in tracing 
out familiar objects aa he lies hi bed. 


Moreover, screens of all kinds are most 


useful in a nursery in keeping out drafts 
from open doors, etc.—New York Trib- 
une.

Kinsley's 
biding place was soon found, and in 
securing his arrest several shots were 
exchanged.

Mrs Miller's mother died when she 


was eight years old, and her father was 
buried a few years later. She is 5 
feet 2 inches tall, weighs 135 -pounds, 
has very intelligent gray eyes, dark hair, 
a firm expression, is quick of movement 
and quiet and unassuming in manner.
